today. A sum of money, sald to be 
between $15,000 and $20,000, was paid 
to Miss Yohe, and her lawyer, this 
afternoon, in the office of John Hedges, 
for two years private secretary to 
Mayor Strong and for many years 
legal representative of the family; and 
in pursuance of an agreement, Miss 
Yohe and the lawyer went at once to 
police headquarters, where they told 
Capt. Titus of the detective bureau 
that they no longer wanted Strong 
arrested. Titus dropped the.case in

Friends of Strong believe he has 
gone back to Japan. Today, Miss Yohe 
sent a cablegram to a man with 
whom she pawned a good many of 
her jewels in Yokohama last year, 
saying she would be in that city just 
as soon as the next steamer would 
bring her there. Emanuel Friend, the 
woman's lawyer, emphatically stated 
there was no arrangement for Strong 
and Miss Yohe to meet again at the 
other side of the world. 


Hedges declined to say anything about 
the matter, and friends say he had 
pledged himeelf absolutely to say 
nothing. It is believed Strong's fam- 
tly paid en ‘gh to Miss Yohe to en- 
able her to get her jewelry out of 
Goldstone’s pawnshop here, to redeem 
that pawned at Yokohama and Genoa, 
and gave a large cash consideration 
for the jewelry that Miss Yohe says 
was taken from the box, but of which 
no trace has been found in any of the 


pawnshops. 

The negotiations with the Strong 
family weré carried on with secrecy. 
After the settlement with the Strong 
family, Detective Murphy went with 
Miss Yohe and Friend to Goldstone’s 
shop. Miss Yohe strode into the store, 
and tossing a bundle of pawn tickets 
on the counter, said: “I want the 
diamonds these call for.”

COPPER PROPERTY MERGER. 


Five Million Dollars Involved in the 
Deal Which Embraces Five Hundred 
Acres of Nevada Lands. 


WIRE TO TITe 

COLORADO SPRINGS (Colo.) July 
22.—{Exclusive Dispatch.}] H. H. Bar- 
bee this morning consummated a $5,- 
000,000 merger of Nevada property. The 
property comprises 500 acres of devel- 
oped copper territory owned by the 
Belle Mare Mining and Developing 
Company and Nevada Copper Com- 
pany. The consolidation has been rat- 
ified by the stockholders of both com- 
panies. The corporation is capitalized 
at $5,000,000. Three million shares are 
issued, to take up the issues of two 
merging companies. The remainder 
will be reserved for acquiring more 
property. The new company claims 
4000 tons of shipping ore on the dumps, 
derived principally from the Belle 
Mare. 

A fifty-ton’ copper-matte smalter is 
to be moved to the Belle Mare because 
of the insufficiency of the water sup- 
ply on the ground of the Nevada Pelle. 
A 400-foot cross-cut tunnel is expected 
to cut the Copper King ledge.

ASHINGTON, July 22.—Secre- 
W tary Root, before leaving Wash- 

ington today, issued the follow- 
ing: 

“With the reduction of the Philip- 
pine force, and the withdrawal from 
Cuba, the army is called upon to re- 
sume its most important work in time 
of peace, the work of perfecting Itself in 
military science and skill, and in pro- 
moting the preparation of the United 
States against future wars. I wish to 
call your attention to the conditions 
which now require especial effort and 
zeal on your part in the performance 
of this duty. 

“Since the declaration of war with 
Spain in April, 1898, there have been 
appointed in the line of the army 1542 
Heutenants, in addition to 276 ap- 
pointed from the military Academy. Of 
these, 618 were appointed from officers 
of volunteers under the act of Feb- 
ruary 2, 1901; 414 were appointed from 
enlisted men of the regular and volun- 
teer armies, and 512 were appointed 
from civil life. 

“The abandonment of the military 
schools for commissioned officers, which 
followed the employment of the entire 
army in active military operation, has 
left these 1542 new lieutenants sub- 
stantially without any means of 4ac- 
quiring a systemtaic military education. 
While many of the former officers of 
volunteers have acquired the most val- 
uable experience by active service in 
the field, yet it ts of great importance 
to them, as well as to the untrained 
appointees from civil life and from 
the ranks, that they shall have an op- 
portunity for broad and thorough 
training, both practical and theoretica!.

George M. Bar- 
bour, who has been sanitary com- 
missioner at Santiago, Cube, 
the last four years, was in the city 
today on his way to Washington, where 
he will report at the headquarters of 
Gen. Wood.

Idleness means 
hunger that will progress into starva- 
tion, and that, of course, must mean 
ultimate riot, brigandage and anarchy. 
I cannot tell how soon that conditién

“Troubles loom before Palma. First, 
there is now a bill in the Cuban Con- 
gress te pay $1000 cash to cach of more 
than 70.000 alleged Cuban soldiers, 
Every honest Cuban leader knows that

an experiditire of over 
$70,000,000, passes that Congress, I be- 


lieve Palma will veto it. That will 
precipitate an open breach between the 
executive and: legislative branches of 
the insular government. 


“The second trouble will arise out of 
the discrepancy between the public 
revenues and expenditures. The third 
trouble is the prospect of armed vio- 
lence. That, when ft comes, will prob- 
ably take the form of brigandage; of 
attacks upon plantations; of demands 
for money and supplies by bands of 
unemployed laborers. 

“While in Havana I learned that 
there was a plan to be submitted to 
the Cuban Congress to authorige a 
joint commission to come to the United 
States. This commission would be 
composed of five members of the Sen- 
ate, five members of the House, and 
five to be appointed by the President. 
Their mission will be to propose polit- 
ical relations between the United 
Siates and Cuba. It will not be a pro- 
posal of outright, immediate annexa- 
tion. ‘Political relations’ is the phrase 
that will be used.”

Ireland Takes to Task 
Co-religionists. 


Points to Success of the 
Negotiations. 


Says Vatican Will Now En- 
gage in the Difficult Task 


Before It. 


PY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M) 
ST. PAUL, July 22.—Archbishop Ire- 
jand, In an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the Associated to- 
day, reviewing the progress of the ne- 
gotiations conducted between Judge 
Taft and the Vatican, took to task 
certain Catholic organizations that 
have assumed to question the fairness 
of the administration toward their co- 
religionists. The archbishop said: 
“Yes, the news from Rome is quite 
satisfactory and, I am sure, quite cor- 
rect. Private advices coming to me 
from the most reliable source confirm 
fn all respects the dispatches given by 
the Associated Press. The Sovereign 
Pontiff and other Roman authorities 
are delighted with Gov. Taft person- 
‘ally, and with the negotiations in 


‘course of progress between him and the 


Vatican. 

“The Vatican and Gov. Taft came 
easily and quickly to a_ substantial 
@greement; the question for the Vati- 
can is what practical methods are to 
be adopted to put the agreement into 
execution. With a little time certain 
matiers now seeming to offer great dif- 
ficulties will be made by quiet, skillful 
touches of pontifical diplomacy, to 
work themselves out without friction 
or excitement, and so when in Manila, 
final conclusions are to be reached, 
things will be ripe, and will turn out 
sali right. This is the Vatican method 
of proceeding; it is a wise and prudent 
method. Mr. Taft understands the 
Matter, and leaves Rome thoroughly 
satisfied and hopeful. There can be no 
doubt that the active cojperation of 
the Vatican is now secured toa, the 
/merican government, in its task of 
pacification in the Philippines, and that 
in the results to come the administra- 
tion at Washington will have ample 
reason to felicitate itself for having 
sent Gov. Taft to Rome. 

“And now it is to be hoped there 
will be among certain classes of 
Catholics in America a cessation of 
movements and declarations such as 
we have had recent occasion to hear 
of, regarding religious matters in the 
Philippines. The Pope teaches those 
Catholics to trust the American gov- 
ernment as they seemingly have been 
heretofore unwilling to do. In his 
‘conversation with Gov. Taft he ex- 
pressed the highest esteem for Ameri- 
can methods of treating church inat- 
ters, and remarked thet he had more 
than once pointed toward the United 
States as setting an example weil 
worth copying.

INDIANS OF LONG AGO. 
RELICS FROM SHELL MOUND. 
‘(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 
UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, 
July 22.—Facts regarding the Indians 
who inhabited the Pacific Coast many 
years ago, and more particularly those 
who built the great shell mound at 
Emeryville on the San Francisco Bay 
shore, will be set forth in a report soon 
to be issued by Dr. Max Uhile of the 

State University, who excavated 
mound, in conjunction with Prof. J. C. 
Merriam. 

The professor found that while the 
top of the mound is twenty-nine feet 
above the surrounding ground, tts orig- 
inal base is three feet under the ground, 
and about two feet below the level at 
high tide, showing the great age of the 
pile. 

About six hundred gpecimens were 
secured from the mixture of earth and 
clam shells, the relics being of bone 
and stone. In the lower layers of the 
mbound ten skeletong were secu 
while the upper layers showed that the 
mode of burial had been changed, un- 
mistakable evidence of cremation be- 
ing encountered. 

Undoubted signs of differences in civ- 
ilization amorg the inhabitants of the 
mound at different periods were dis- 
covered. Although fragments of mor- 
tars and pesties were found down to 
the lowest layer, ground-stone objects 
were found only in the upper strata.

SPEE TRAIN DITCHED 
IN A TEXAS CANYON. 


COLORED PORTER GUS EMBRY THE 
ONLY ONE KILLED. 

Fireman John L. Evans of El Paso 
Seriously Injured—Washout Respon- 
sible for the Disaster—None of the 
Passengers Hurt—Traffic Six Hours 

Delayed.

EL PASO, July 22.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} Southern Pacific passenger 
train No. 10, which left here last night, 
was ditched at 4:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing, nine miles this side of Sierra 
Bianco, while running along the 
cafion. The train ran into a washout, 
and the engine, tender and mail car 
were overturned. The only person killed 
was Gus Embry, a colored porter, old 
in the service of the company, and 
who passed through Laxon Springs 
wreck last winter without a scratch. 
Fireman John L. Evans of this city was 
seriously injured. 

At an early hour meager details of 
the wreck were telegraphed to Super- 
intendent Martin, and with his aides 
he prepared a wrecking train as quick- 
ly as possible, leaving the city for ine 
scene at 6 o'clock a.m. Surgeons and 
material for relief of the injured were 
taken out to the wreck. The injured 
fireman and dead porter were brought 
to the city this afternoon. No passen- 
gers were injured, as the train was 
running slow over the portion of the 
road where heavy rains had fallen, and 
persons in the eoaches were not even 
shaken up. A track was built around 
the wreck, and traffic was resumed six 
hours later. 


CREST OF FLOOD.

Fallen Nine Inches at Keokuk Within

The 
Lima Lake levee, extending north 
from Meyer, Ill., twenty miles north

The Lima Lake and the 
Hunt levees protect cornfields valued 
at several million dollars. 

Levees on the Illinois side of the 
river below Quincy are standing, and 
saved most of the country there. The 
Mississipp! River fell nine inches here 
during the last twenty-four hours. and 
there are no signs in Iowa rivers of 
any more flood approaching. A gradual! 
fall for a couple of weeks will end the 
flood in the vast domain south of here. 

Several hundred tenant farmers are 
absolutely penniless, and with no 
chance of an Income this year. Each 
community seems to be taking care of 
its own refugees. The same conditions 
obtain along the seventy-five miles of 
the Mississipp! River, on the Missouri 
side and a hundred miles of the Des 
Moines River lowlands. The population 
of the village of St. Francisville. Mo., 
has been nearly doubled by refugees 
of the flood disaster, whg lost abso- 
lutely everything.

| HE FUTURE OF CUBA. 

President Palma, of Cuba, is 
quoted by the -Union Espafiola, a 
mewspaper of Havana, as expressing 
in an interview much confidesce in 
‘the future of the Cuban rep ibiic. 
“If American syndicates have bought 
all our cigar factories and consider- 
land, besides ai considerable 
number of our sugar estates,’ he se ys, 
“it is because they have faith in the 
economic future of Cuba.” This 
‘wiew of the situation seems not to 
have occurred to the pessimistic in- 

__, ‘dividuals who are bewailing the condi- 
tion of the Cubans and predicting al! 
‘Sorts of dire disasters which they 
imagine, or pretend to imagine, ar° 
to overtake them. 


President Palma points out, further, 
‘that “Sefior Torrey, who is a planter, 
admits that a price of three reais 
per twenty-five pounds of sugar offers 
@ profit which, though not very great. 
makes it worth while for those to cul- 
tivate sugar who can avail them- 
selves of the best methods.” Here is 
at least a ray of hope in the pal! ot 
gloom which the pessimists—and the 
sugar trust—so insistently represouted 
settling down over Cuba and the Cu- 
bans. 

And this is not all. The export 
bounties paid by some European coun- 
tries will soon be discontinued, in ac- 
cordance with the recent decision of 
the Brussels conference. This will 
place Cuban sugar on an equality 
with that of all other countries, with 
the added advantage of comparative 
nearness to the American wmarket. 
Besides, President Palma thinks that 
“there are favorable symptoms of 

. Feciprocity with the United States. 
With these reasons as a base,” he de- 
clares, “we may hope that the eco- 
nomic future of Cuba will soon im- 
prove. When once the economic prob- 
lem is soived, the political situation 
will not prerent difficulties.” 

Palma says, further, that 
“annexation is not the way to save 
Cuba, as it wil! aot come when the 
present population of Cuba would ben- 
efit by it, but when the Americans 
choose—that is, when the influence

It will be bet- 
ter for the Cubans if they share, gen- 
erally, the optimistic views so sens!- 
bly and directly expressed by the Pres- 
ident of their republic. .nstead of be- 
wailing their lot, they shOuld reso- 
lutely and hopefully set about the re- 
juvenation of their country. Instead 
of cravenly asking more from the 
United States—which has given them 
so much—they should be thankful 
for the priceless boon of freedom and 
independence, and should proceed to 
make the most of the many splendi:l 
‘opportunities which their release from 
the thraldom of Spain has placed te- 
‘fore them. This, we prefer to believe, 
is the attitude of the Cubans, in a 
general sense. Thev have doubdtle:; 
been misrepresented b, the craven 
complaints and misrepresentations of 
the sugar trust's supplicants for rec- 
iprocity. 

As Yor annexation to the United 
States, the Cubans would gain vastly 
more by it than would the Awmer- 
icans. Annexation would give them 
free access to the markets of a coun- 
try containing nearly <ighty millions 
of people—the richest maiket on the 
g'obe— while we sheuil gain access to 
the markets of a country containing 
a population of less than two mil- 
lions. Cub@ would gain, by annexa- 
tion, the protection of a great and 
powerful nation. We should acquire 
@ territory less than that of some of 
our States, with a population untu- 
tored in the ways of self-government. 
unfamiliar with the Anglo-Saxon 
y ideals, and consequently dificult of 
assimilation into our body politic. , 

Annexation wou d unquestionably be 
of great mater‘at a1d polities advar- 
tage to Cuba. But the time is hardly 
ripe for it. We do not want Cube 
under present cond'tions. Without 
~vech doubt it will be consummated 
some time in t'.e future, but ft to 
be hoped that conditions wil! then 
have so changed that there will be 
more mutuality of benefits than would 
be possible under present conditions.

RYING TO SAVE GAGE. 

Gov. Gage’s supporters, of “the 
push,” are making a desperate 
effort to save their candidate from 
the inevitable defeat which awaits 
him. They are working, as far as 
possible, “on the quiet,” as is -their 
wont. But the more far-seeing among 
these politicians for revenue only are 
beginning to recognize the fact that 
their cause is hopeless. This in- 
creases their desperation, and from 
now on they may be depended upon to 
“claim everything in sight,” and to 
stop at no trickery which seems to 
offer them a chance to gain one or 
more votes in the coming Republican 
State convention for “His Excellency.” 

From the statement of State Sen- 
ator Edward I. Wolfe of San Fran- 
cisco, published in The Times of yes- 
terday, it appears that—to use Sen- 
ator Wolfe’s own language—‘“Gage 
has not a leg to stand on in San 
Francieco:” that “the push has lost 
its hold, and is absolutely powerless 
to carry the big city.” This state- 
ment is especially significant as com- 
ing from the man who nominated 
Dan Burns for United States Senator 


| two years ago, who was formerly con- 


nected with the Burns-Gage political 
machine, and who therefore 
familiar with its modus operandi. 
The Burns-Gage machine has inst 
its standing and its potency in c'her 
parts of the State besides San Fran- 
cisco. The estimate of the probab!. 
make-up of the Republican State Con- 
vention. as prepared by the Stute 
managers of Senator Flint’s campaiga, 
shows that Gage has not even the 
ghost of a chance of securing the 
nomination. It is claimed by the 
Flint men that in the making up of 
the table of delegations, liberal al- 
lowances were made for Gov. Gage; 
yet the table shows that out of the 
829 delegates who will comprise the 
State convention, Gage will have, for 
a certainty, only 155, with 137 doubt- 
ful, and 537 for Senator Flint. Even 
if this estimate should prove to be too 
optimistic, and Gage should secure all 
the delegations set down as doubt- 
ful—a contingency which can hardly 
be regarded as possible—Gage would 
have a total of only 292 votes, or 123 
less than enough to give him the 
nomination. In order to secure the 
nomination he would be obliged to 
get these 123 votes—supposing he 
should receife all the votes classed 
as doubtful—from Senator Filint's 
column. Even if he should secure 122 
votes from Senator Flint—and the 
chances are that he will secure none— 
Senator Flint would receive the nom- 
ination by a vote of 415, a majority 
of the total vote of the convention. 
Thus, it appears, the chances of 
“His Excellency” for securing the 
nomination to succeed himself as 
Governor of California are exceedingly 
slim. The desperateness of his cause 
will impel his heelers and strikers to 
work all the more desperately to force 
his nomination, by hook or by crook. 
But there is every indication that 
their efforts will not avail to defeat 
the wishes of a majority of the Re- 
publican party in California. 


DS AND DROUGHTS. 

The suggestion recently put forth 
by The Times, that possibly the out- 
break of Mont Pelee might be re- 
sponsible for the unprecedented floods 
that are visiting portions of this 
country, has aroused some attention, 
and an Arizona paper asks whether 
perhaps it is also responsible for the 
drought now prevailing in Arizona. 
Some scientists have been quoted as 
expressing the belief that the extraor- 
dinary volcanic outbreak in the West 
Indies switched off the regular mon- 
soon, which has not made its regular 
appearance in India this year, so that 
a famine is threatened. On the other 
band, the residents of the Atlantic 
and Central States are being flooded 
out of house and home. It may not 
be that there is anything in this 
idea, for the seasons for several 
years past appear to have been ab- 
normal over a portion ,of the earth's 
surface. For instance, on the conti- 
nent of Australia a terrible drought 
has prevailed for four years, which has 
almost wiped out the sheep and cattle 
industries. Whether due to Mont 
Pelee, or to sun spots, or to something 
else, it certainly looks as if the ma- 
chinery of the solar system had 
slipped a cog somewhere. 


Meantime, there is a lesson for us 
in the climatic aberrations that are 
occurring in this country, as, to a large 
extent, the evils resulting from them 
are preventable. In Missouri hundreds 
of square miles of farming land are 
under water, and the loss of crops 
will be very heavy. In Mississippi, 
on the other hand, thousands of cat- 
tle have been dying of drought. It is 
a feast on one side and a famine on 
the other—an abnormal condition of 
affairs which should not be permitted 
to exist in a country inhabited by 
an ingenious and enterprising people. 
Nor will it continue to exist long. 
after the government gets to work 
upon national irrigation. The surplus 
water that now works destruction 
will be stored, and diverted to sec- 
tions where it is needed, and thus 
two great benefits will result from 
one improvement.

ATERWORKS IMPROVEMENTS. 
The plan proposed by the Board 

of Water Commissioners for the im- 
provement of the municipal water 
system, though somewhat expensive— 
involving an expenditure of about 
$235,000—is necessary to the building 
up in Los Angeles of a complete, effi- 
client, and «fp-to-date system of water 
distribution. There should be no 
hesitancy on the part of the Council 
in agreeing to this expenditure. It 
will all be paid out of the waterworks 
income fund, and so it will be no 
burden upon the general] taxpayers of 


the city. 
It is an expense which must sooner 


-or later be incurred. The central 
business section of the city must have 
an abundant water supply, with ade- 
quate pressure, in order to secure 
sufficient fire protection for the large 
bufldings and other valuable property. 
But this ie not the sole purpose of 
the proposed improvements. These, 
when installed, will constitute the 
céntral portion of the city’s system 
of water distribution. It is necessary 
that this central portion—which will 
constitute the heart of the system, so 
to speak—shall be made in all re- 
spects adequate, in order that the 
radiating branches may be sufficiently 


supplied with water. 
The Water Commissionefs are un- 


doubtedly right in their estimate of 
the needs of the situation. In the 
course of the next few years, a large 
proportion of the water-distributing 
system will have to be replaced by 
new and modern construction. The 
place to begin is at the central por- 
tion of the system. The good work 
should not stop until Los Angeles has 
one of the best and most complete 
waterworks systems in the country. 

The city is very fortunately situated, 
in that all this can be accomplished 
without any appreciable burden upon 
the taxpayers. The entire expense 
will be paid out of the regular income 
from the waterworks department. 
Not only is this department on @& 
“paying basis,” but it ylelds a large 
annual revenue. Every cent of this 
revenue will be needed, for some years 
to come, for the necessary extension 
and improvement of the system. 

The present rates for water in Los 
Angeles are not excessive, although 
there is a disposition on the part of 
some persons so to regard them. 
Considering the fact that water is 
used here practically all the year 
around for lawn and garden irriga- 
tion, the water rates of Los Angeles 
are as low as can reasonably be ex- 
pected. It may be possible, however, 
in course of time, when the water sys- 
tem shall have been replaced through- 
out with modern construction, to re- 
duce the rates below the present fig- 
ure. If all water were metered, the 
present rates could no doubt be 
greatly reduced—perhaps cut im/half. 

The additional festrictions bpon 
the use of water -which have been 
imposed since the waterworks became 
the property of the city are necessary, 
not so much for the purpose of in- 
creasing the city’s revenue from the 
water system as for the purpose of 
insuring to all consumers a sufficient 
supply, by checking unnecessary 
waste. There is enough water to go 
around if the waste can be stopped; 
if not, there must be famine for some 
that others may feast.

PEST OF CATERPILLARS. 


An Unusually Severe Invasion of the 
Tussock Moth in Central Park, New 
York City, This Season. 

{New York Sun:] There is a pest 
of caterpillars in the city. It is said 
that the nuisance is worse than it has 
been in many years. 

The caterpillars are especially an- 
noying to visitors to Central Park. In 
fact, there is no place in the park 
where a visitor is safe from the pest, 
and an observing pedestrian on any 
of the nearby streets can tell pretty 
accurately how many of the peapie he 
meets have recently been in the park, 
for in most cases, and especially is it 
true of women, the visitors carry cat- 
erpillars from the park on their cloth- 
ing. The insects are frequently car- 
ried into the trolley cars, which run 
near the park, and travel from done 
passenger to another. 


The. residents of uptown streeta, 
where trees are plentiful, have found 
the nuisance so great that they have | 
sent letters to the park department, | 
asking it to do something to abate 
the evil. They are restrained them- 
selves from taking any measures to 
destroy the insects on the trees in the 
streets, under the recent law, which 
gave contro] of all those trees to the 
park department. 

Dr. Edmund B. Southwick, the ex- 

ert entomologist of the department, 
asaforce of men at work in Centra! 
Park, and on the uptown gtreets, de- 
stroying the insects. They have two 
gasoline engines and five hand  ma- 
chines for squirting a poisonous solu- 
tion on the trees, where the insects are 
at work. The éntomologist has fifteen 
men under him. 

The caterpillars have already done 
considerable damage to trees by eat- 
ing the leaves. Their gastronomic 
ability is wonderful. A naturalist has 
figured that during the fifty-six days 
of its growth the caterpillar con- 
sumes not less than the equivalent of 
121 oak leaves, weighing three-quarters 


of a pound, or 86,000 times its own or- 
igina] weight. It drinks half an ounce 
of water.

They have done all 
these things, or tried to do them. too 
frequently of late, and the result is a 
great falling off in public sympathy 
with the ‘cause of labor. The leaders 
of the coal strike are not serving the 
cause of labor by enlarging the strike 
area. The greater the strike, the more 
peopie there are hurt, and the more 
people there are hurt the more oppo- 
nents there are created against strikes 
and strikews of the future. Strike 
leaders are biind if they cannot see 
the logic of this.’ 

Opinions may differ as to whether 
these views favor more the Interests of 
capital or of labor. In our opinion they 
favor both.—{New York Sun.

HEARTY “SUPPORT.”

CUTTING CRITICISMS OF GAGE AND

The fact that Gov. Gage has found 
it necessary to open headquar- 
ters In his home city a month ahead 
of the primaries, in order to conduct 
the most vigorous campaign possible 
for his renomination, does net look as 
though the “people” were such a unit 
for him as the mail chorus would lead 
the public to believe.

The Mackenzie school directors at San 
Jos@ have, by resigning, virtually con- 
fesse! the truth of the c against 
them.

The 
schools are the one public institution 
which the public is unanimous in de- 
manding to be kept free from that 
degradation. Rather than endure it, 
school appointments in this city have 
been made virtually for life, as the 
leas of two very great evils. Nine but 
the most degraded of politicians will 
billet his heelers on the schools. No 
teacher worthy of the name wil! accept 
a position thus created. The Macken- 
zie board ended its career by summar- 
ily dismissing a jarge number of teach- 
ers and filling the vacancies with 
friends of the ring. They were not be- 
ing tried for that, for they had the 
legal right to do it. They were ac- 
cused of other malfeasances, and when 
the Supreme Court refused to prevent 
them from a tried they eveded fur- 
ther exposure by promptly resigning. 
Mayor Worswick will doubtless fil 
their places with reputable citizens, 
and if the consequences o ftheir in- 
iquity can be remedied, it will doubt- 
less be done. 

As a local matter, all this we 
concerns the people of San José. To 
the people of the State it is important 
as an exhibition of the methods of the 
Gage push. The man Mackenzie is 
Gage's most trusted emissary. That 
he might be free to do such political 
work as this, Gage arranged for him to 
receive a salary of $3000 a year from 
the State treasury. He is the chief 
manipulator. He does not stick at any- 
thing. When the macnine demanded 
Dr. Osborne's head in a charger, Mac- 
kenzgle went into the feeble-minded 
board and became the executioner. 
When he had put Lawlor in he had 
finished what he went there for and 
was rewarded by a salary paid by the 
Srate. In San José he caused the de- 
capitation of a great body of innocent 
teachers, aled for the benefit of the 
ring. Wherever he goes the ax falls 
upon those not of the push. Personal- 
ly, he is of no consequence, but he is 
of the company to which Gage resorts.

IRECTING SUSPICION 
TOWARD MRS. LATIMER. 


NEW YORK BUSY WITH ANOTHER 
MURDER MYSTERY. 


Efforts to Ascertain Whether Latimer 
Was Victim of Burglar or if Murder 
Was Due to Love, of His Wife for 
Another Man. 


‘(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED M.) 

NEW YORK, July 22.—The Coroner's 
inquest, called to investigate the shoot- 
ing of Albert C. Latimer at his home 
in Brooklyn on the morning of July 
2, Was resumed today. Latimer died 
in a hospital. All he told of the shoot- 
ing was that he was shot in bed, and 
that he did not believe it was done 
by a burglar. 

Frank Taylor testified that he hearg 
shots on the morning of July 2, and 
that someone cried out, “Walter, Wal- 
ter.”’ 

Mrs. Bella Treadwell testified that 
a long time ago Mrs. Latimer had 
said “It was hard to be tied to a man 
and see someone else you really loved.” 

William H. Tuthill testified that he 
had read that Latimer, when in the 
hospital, asked if he (Tuthill) was be- 
ing watched. He denied that a meet- 
ing between himself and Mrs. Latimer 
in Twenty-third street, New York, told 
of by Latimer’s sister, was  prear- 
ranged. The matter was explained to 
Latimer, and they continued friends. 
On the night of the shooting he went 
to the Clarendon Hotel, called on a 
young woman friend, whose name he 
would give if required, and then he 
went home, arriving there at 11:15 
o'clock. Later a patro!] wagon was 
sent for him by Mrs. Latimer, and he 
went to her home and did what he 
could for her. He said he could not 
account for Latimer's question, “Is 
Tuthill being watched?” 

It was true, he said, that he stayed 
at the Latimer home two nights after 
the shooting but he did s0 because 
none of Latimer's brothers were able 
to remain there. 

Hannah Larsen, a servant in the 
Tuthill home, corroborated Tuthill’s 
statement that he had afrived at his 
home at 11:15 o'clock. 

Elias Kasindorff, who lives near the 
Latimers, said he heard loud volces 
in the Latimer house five minutes be- 
fore the shooting. He could see the 
back yard of the Latimer house, and 
Was sure that no one escaped that 
way. 

Mrs. Albert C. Latimer, the widow, 
was recalled, and agked to deacribe 
the man she sald shot her husband. 
She said the man wore a mask so that 
she could not see his face, therefore 
she did not know the color of his eyes, 
nor whether he had a mustache. He 
was of medium height. He wore the 
peaked cap found in the house after 
the shooting. 

The hearing went over unt!! tomor- 
row. 

Latimer’s wil! was filed today. It 
disposes of of property worth $19,500.

The United States cruiser Albany 
sailed from Christiana yesterday for 
Stockholm, Sweden.

It is stated in Wall street that Gen. 
F. V. Greene resigned the presidency of 
the Asphalt Company of America sev- 
eral weeks ago, and that his resigna- 
tion was accepted. According to the 
Herald John M. Mack will be president 
of the reorganized company. 

Mrs. D. M. Durfee, wife of Judge 
Durfee of Philippsburg, Mont., was 
mysteriously shot, and it is thought 
fatally, last night. Mrs. Durfee had 
been to see her dressmaker, and ws 
on her way home when she was hit by 
what is thought to have been a stray 
bullet. 

James Cockrell, Town Marshall, who 
was shot at Jackson, died yesterday. 
He was shot from the courthouse win- 
dow Monday by an unknown person. 
Friends of the wounded man say they 
fear his death will be the signal for a 
prolonged and disastrous warfare in 
Brethitt county. 

The body of W. C. Pratt, a sheep 
boss in the employ of Andrew Fergus. 
who killed a sheep herder named Mc. 
Clure, near Fort Benton, Mont., was 
found in the bad lands yesterday. A 
letter was found upon the body con- 
fessing the murder, and stating that 
the crime weighed so heavily on his 
mind that he determined to commit 
suicide. 

Lieut. Foster, in charge of the New 
Orleans branch of the hydrographic of- 
fice, reported to Washington that a re- 
cent survey of the Gulf of Mexico, 
near the mouth of the Mississippi 
River, shows only twenty-five fathoms 
of water, where there was sixty fath- 
oms at the time of the previous sur- 
vey.

MITCHELL AND THE STRIKE. 


INDIANAPOLIS | (Ind.) July 22.— 
President Mitchell will leave for Chi- 
cago tomorrow afternoon. He will 
stay in that city a day, and will go 
direct to Wilkesbarre to resume active 
management cf the strike. The na- 
tional officers attach a great deal of 
importance to the resolution reported 
by the committee appointed by the 
miners to draw up an exvrersion In re- 
gard to the recent mine horrors in 
which so many men lost their lives. In 
this resolution, attention is called to 
the fact thta in several instances the 
men had been sent back to work in the 
mines before the dead bodies of their 
friends had been removed. 

Miners from Johnstown district, 
where the worst horror occurred, have 
declared emphatically that the men had 
been sent back to work there without 
making any effort to remove all the 
bodies first. 

This afternoon several large contri- 
butions for the strike fund were re- 
ceived. Mitchell says the national offi- 
cers of the organization are consider- 
ing the question of accepting the offer 
cf the British trades unions, through 
their federation, of official aid in the 
strike. 

The Indianapolis union met tonight 
and resolved to assess members at 
least 1 per cent. “per week on their 
earnings for the anthracite strikers. 
This will amount to $2009 per week.

CHICAGO, July 22.—In the hands of 
one man now rests the decision whether 
a tie-up of the marine industries of 
the Great Lakes shall be decreed. This 
man is President D. F. Keefe of the 
Internationa! Longshoreman, Marine 
and Transportation Workers’ Associa- 
tion.

Doctors Say it is Due to Sewer- 
Irrigated Berries and 
Vegetables. 


Comparisons between Los Angeles 
and the Garden of Eden have always 
been in order, but the snake will of- 
ten creep into our own paradise with 
unpleasant effects. 

This summer the unwelcome visitor 
has come in the form of typhoid and 
seariet fever. An increase in these 
diseases is always noticed in June and 
July, but this year the number of 
cases has passed all previous marks. 

Without exception, local physicians 
attribute the great prevalenge of ty- 
phoid to the consumption of un- 
cooked vegetables and berries which 
have been raised in gardens irrigated 
with sewer water. 

Scarlet fever, which is also a germ 
disease, is not nearly so serious in 
this climate as tyhoid, but all cases 
must be reported to the Health Of- 
fice. Carelessness in the observance of 
this rule has been the means of spread- 
ing the disease to an extent never be- 
fore known in this city. 

Realizing that the rapid spread and 
increase of typhoid must be due to 
some specific causes, Dr. Powers and 
an assistant started out to make an 
investigation of conditions a couple 
of weeks ago, and from these obser- 
vations became satisfied that the un- 
cooked vegetables eaten in the city, 
such as celery and lettuce and straw- 
berries, a large proportion of which 
are irrigated with sewer water, are 
oom agencies in the spread of ty- 


New milk has been found to be 
an excellent culture medium for the 
germs and many cases of disease are 
traceable to dairies where the sur- 
roundings are in a filthy condition, 

Dr. Powers discovered in a suburban 
dairy, one case of typhoid which hai 
been transmitted through the legs of 
fics. A diminutive agency, but in 
hundreds of cases. as has been shown, 
a fatal one. These pests convey the 
germs from filth, generally human 
excrement, and with several million 
of the bacilli on their feet and eae

E. R. Smith, a member of the 
Board of Health, in discussing the

“The great increase in the number of 
cases of this disease reported to the 
health officer led us to believe’ that 
there might be some specific cause, and 
it did not reqvire any great sagacity 
on our part to decide that sewer ger- 
dens were chiefly responsible. 

“Most housewives wesh their celery 


and lettuce well before it ix put on 
the table. but this is done wh cold 
water, which would not iffect any 


germs that might be on the vegetables 
Every one should insist on having 
there two vegetables in the proper con- 
dition, which means that they shall 
not have been raised in a sewer garden. 
STRAWBERRIES DANGEROUS. 
“Even more dangerous than these in 
the dissemination of typhoid are 
strawber:ies. These usually have less 
preparation for the table than the “=. 
etables that are eaten uncooked, andja 
large number of cases of disease that 
have come under the notice of the 


| Board of Health are directly traceable 


to this cause.” 

“These conditions must not be re- 

to our climate, 
for they are entirely Independent of it. 
There is no greater percentage of ty- 
phoid or searlet fever here than in 
other cities, but we believe that there 
shou'd be less. Most diseases that we 
have to contend with in Los Angeles 
are In a milder form than ‘n aimost 
any other city with which I am ac- 
quainted.”’ 

Similar opinions regarding the _  in- 
crease and the uselessness of typhoid 
in this city were given by Dr. Carl 
Kurtz. In discussing the pa numDer 
of scarlet fever cases, he a: 

“Neglect on the part of the parents 
to report the presence of the disease 
has been mainly responsible for a ma- 
jority of the cases that I have noticed. 
One instance came under my notice 
where the health office was not notified, 
and what had been scarletina developed 
into a case of the dropsy. The parents 
thinking that their child was in no 
danger, didn’t think it necessary to call 
in a physician, with an almost fatal re- 
sult. These people moved out of the 
house and other tenants came in. In 
a short time a child of the new occu- 
pants had contracted the disease.” 

CONFIRMATION, 

Dr. J. E. Cowles, who has given con- 
siderable attention to the use of veg- 
etables as a diet, thinks that the un- 
cooked kinds have caused a great deal 
of sickness and disease. “With such

and bad sanitary conditions. The sale 
of vegetables irrigated from the sew- 
ers. when those vegetables are to be 
eaten raw, should be stopped. A potato 
which has lain in ground soaked with 
such water will not endanger the 
health. but it is different with celery, 
lettuce and cabbage. Cold water can 
not cleanse them of the germs which 
they are almost certain to contain, so 
it is safest not to use them at all un- 
leas they are in a healthful condition. 
“Several cases have come to my no- 
tice in which persons have received ty- 
phoid germs from etrawberries and 
from milk. There is no doubt a remedy 
for this, but the physicians must refer

POWERS ON SALARIES. 
“Tt is an actual fact that I have 


(ee of construction, on tiptoe for 
| fear that some of the men will be- 
come alarmed and quit,” declared 
President Powers of the Council yes- 
terday, In discussing the rise in police 
salaries. “I am now building six or 
seven houses in the city, and the 
same condition prevails. Carpenters 
get from $3.50 to $5 a day: lathers and 
plasterers, $6; negro hod-carriers, 
$3.50, and other workers in proportion. 
Such is the demand for labor that an 
employer must be very careful with 
his men, even at those wages. At the 
slightest pretext they quit work. 
“When men of this class draw such 
pay, it does not seem right that po- 
licemen, who are presumed to be re- 
sponsible and capable men, who often 
are called to protect the lives of citi- 
zens, who are obliged to deal with 
the criminal class and are e 
to personal danger frequently; who 
must be cool, determined and discrim- 


inating and represent the people in 
court, should draw but $83 a month. 
Cost of living has increased on the 
Pacific Coast, and, while it is true that, 
policemen in the East and Middle West | 
do not always draw $100 a month, San 
Francisco and other western cities pay 
the ‘bluecoats’ this salary. 
“Undoubtedly the city needs more 
policemen. I was inclined to favor 
the appointment of additional patrol- 
men under the Dut

Up at the 
bank corner, the cashier, book-keeper 
and other clerks, if there are any, are 
all keeping as quiet as possible, and 
wearing as little clothing as the law 
allows. If there is a chance that the 
air around the bank is cooler than e!lre- 
where a dozen or fifteen loungers will 
drop in and take advantage of it, but 
sometimes three or four hours pass by 
without the cashier going behind his

WHERE WORK MUST BE DONE. 
But in the cotton mill the work must 
be done, and here big electric fans, 
open windows and tanks of ice water 
are provided. In addition to the nat- 
ural heat is the warmth from the en- 
gine-room and friction of the machin- 
ery, which is almost overpowering. 
The engineer and firemen, stripped to 
the waist, work only three or four 
hours at a time about the whirling en- 
gine and back of the huge boilers. 
Then half fainting they are relieved by 
a fresh set of men until the whistle 
blows to cease operations. The spin- 
ners and weavers, clothed as lightly as 


drawn white faces, eyes showing lack 
of sleep and their garments soaking 
with perspiration. 

As often as possible they get near 
the swiftly revolving fans for a little 
cool air upon their bodies, then walk 
back to the machines again. Dinner 
time comes, but they are almost too 
warm to eat the luncheon brought 
from home in the morning. During the 
long afternoon hours there is a con- 
stant tight against nature to keep up, 
and more than one drops at his or 
her post overcome by the lifeless air. 

With the Ist of May the hours on 
the southern plantation’ and in the 
southern village change considerably. 
The banks and storekeepers open their 
doors earlier. Breakfast in the planta- 
tion home and in the cabins of the help 
is prepared soon after sunrise or per- 
haps a little before it. 

From 6 until 9 o'clock much of the 
day's work must be done. Although 
the storekgepers are supposed to be 
ready for business all day, and the 
work on the plantation is supposed to 
continue until sunset, except for the 
noon hour, everybody knows down 
South that it simply cannot be done— 
that one must have a good long “‘noon- 
igg.”” Perhaps before the war the 
slaves were kept at work in the middle 
of the day, but since they have be- 
come their own masters the tendency 
to slacken has become more and more 
prevalent, and but few furrows are 
plowed or few corn hills hoed between 
and 4 o'clock. 


INDIAN ARTS. 
Member of Washington Bureau of 
Ethnology Has Made a Remarkable 


Collection in Arizona. 


[Washington Star:] Dr. Frank Rus- 
sell of the United States Bureau of 
Ethnology has just returned after an 
absence of about a year in Arizona. 
He has been engaged there in. scien- 
tifle fleld work for the government. 
During the first six months of his ab- 
sence he cevoted his time to a recon- 
noissance or survey of the Territory, 
traveling several hundred miles across 
the country by fagon and on horse- 
back, and his efforts were rewarded 
by the discovery of a number of ancient 
pueblo ruins and cliff dwellings aot 
heretofore noted by ethnol ws. 

The ruins of one pueblo habitation, 
in his opinion, will be fruitful of impor- 
tant evidences when it is excavated, 
as it is of immense proportions, being 
over 13,00) feet in length. On this trip, 
however, he made no excavations in 
the ruins, but occupied his tim: with 
discovering and noting the location of 
sites.for future investigation. 

During the last six months of Dr. 
Russell's stay in Arizona he was en- 
gaged in work among a tribe of In- 
dians known as the Pimas, along the 
Hela River, in the southwest part of 
the State, and he brought back with 
him a large collection of curtos illus- 
trating the ancient arts and customs 
of that tribe. The collection is espe- 
cially rich in sacred objects obtained 
from the medicine men. 

THE CHARMED STICKS. 

Among other things he secured sev- 
eral bundles of “charmed sticks.”’ These 
sticks are about four inches long and 
of the thickness of an ordinary lead 
pencil, ani according to the story con- 
nected with them they were cut on the 
return of a war party, one stick to 
represent each day the warriors had 
been absent from the village on the 
raid, the whole number being tied to- 
gether along with some feathers, and 
turned over to the medicine men of the 
tribe, who used them in practicing 
cures of disease on the Indians. The 
usual method of using the sticks for 
medicinal purposes was to put the bun- 
dies into water, and after soaking for 
some time, the patient was required to 
drink the water. He was either cured 
or soon beyond the power of human 
ministrations, according to the severity 
of his ailment. 

A black wooden mask, excellently 
carved with respect to its resemblance 
to the human face, and with orna- 
mental lines, is also noticed in the col- 
lection. This curio was formerly worn 
by the medicine men in some of the 
religious ceremonies of the tribe. The 
mask of wood is said to be uncommon, 
as gourds were more generally utilized 


for this purpose.

In her domestic economy lecture 
this morning Mrs. Dutton told of the 
kink-producing cucumber militant and 
of the kitchen goddess triumphant. 

“Take the cucumber by itself and 


give it a chance and it won't hurt you 


at all,” was the surprising declara- 
tion which she dropped upon the 
audience. 


A few victims of the cucumber habit 
had symtoms of fainting. After they 
had had a littie time to recover she 
told how the cucumber while of it- 
self harmless, enters into offensive al- 
liances with salt and vinegar. 

“When you put the sliced cucumber 
in salt water,” she said, “the salt at- 
tacts the natural juices from the cu- 
cumber and leaves the vegetable in an 
indigestible state. When you add 
vinegar to it you are piling up more 
wrath for the day of reckoning. Vine- 
gar, you know, is used as a preserva- 
tive and it retards digestion.” 

Mrs. Dutton went on to show how 
to use the cucumber effectively in 
cookery. She said that cucumbers 
seem to go better than many ° other 
things with sea food. A delicious re- 
sult may be obtained by splitting one 
with a sharp knife, scooping out the 
center, stuffing it with shrimps or 
some similar sea food, tying the parts 
together and baking the cucumber in 
that form. 

A demonstration in “drawing” a 
chicken was also given by Mrs. Dut- 
ton. She laid special stress on the neea 
of avoiding anything that will result 
in wasting the natural juices of the 
fowl. She showed how the chicken 
may be cleansed, both within and with- 
out, by wiping briskly with a cloth 
wrung out in water in which a small 
quantity of soda has been dissolved.
